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To the President cmd FeUows of Yale University : 

Gentlemen: — From 1868 to 1886 the report of the 
Librarian was included in the annual statement issued by the 
Executive Committee of the Society of the Alumni under the 
title " Yale College in 1868," etc. From 1887 to 1899 it was 
appended to the Report of the President of the University, 
and is now for the first time submitted in a separate form. In 
view of the change of date about to be made from the 
calendar year to the financial year of the University commen- 
cing August 1st, the present report has been brought down 
from January 1, 1899, the date of the last report, to July 31, 
1900. The somewhat longer period here covered will explain 
the lack of agreement between the accessions now reported 
and the number given in the Report of the President issued at 
Commencement. 

During the past nineteen months the additions to the 
Library by purchase, including 900 volumes placed in the 
Linonian and Brothers Library, have been 12,235 volumes, and 
by gift 10,275 volumes and 20,150 pamphlets. 

The Library fund has also been increased by a gift of $1,000 
from President Dwight, to be called in memory of his father 
the James Dwight fund, and by a gift of $682.25 from the 
Junior Promenade Committee of the Class of 1899. 

Two gifts of money for present use have also been received, 
— $1,195 from Professor Edward E. Salisbury for additions to 
the Salisbury Oriental collection, especially in the department 
of Assyriology, and $500 from an anonymous donor for the 
increase of our collection of folk-music. 

Among the bequests of the late Professor Marsh to the 
University was his valuable library, comprising about 5,000 
volumes and 10,000 pamphlets, and especially strong in the 



department of palaeontology. Under the provisions of his 
will, by which dnplieates of works already in the University 
Library were to go to the Peabody Museum, the portion fall- 
ing to the Library was approximately one-third. It included 
such important series and monographs as the following:

Van Beneden and Gervais, Ost^graphie des cetaces ; Meyer, 
Zur Fauna der Yorwelt ; Goldf uss, Petrefacta Germaniae ; 
Quenstedt, Petrefactenkunde Deutschlands ; Eichwald, Lethaea 
Rossica ; Fritsch, Fauna der Gaskohle und der Kalksteine der 
Permf ormation Bdhmens ; Eyton, Osteologia avium ; Audu- 
bon, Birds of America, 8°; Audubon and Bachman, Quadrupeds 
of North America, 8°; Wilson and Bonaparte, American 
Ornithology, with folio volume of plates ; BuUer, Birds of 
New Zealand ; Sanders, Reichenbachia, 4 vols, fol.; Audsley, 
Ornamental arts of Japan ; Gonse, L'art japonais ; Gerome, 
Works, 100 photogravures, fol. 

To the important contributions already received from the 
library of Professor James D. Dana by gift and bequest, addi- 
tions amounting to more than two thousand volumes, chiefly 
publications of learned societies, have now been made by the 
family. They embrace many important series, American and 
foreign, and though largely duplicates will bring us valuable 
returns in exchanges with other libraries. To Professor 
Edward S. Dana a separate acknowledgment is due for other 
valuable gifts. 

Among the more noteworthy of the remaining gifts are the 
following :

Py the kind eflEorts of Rev. Edwin S. Lines, D.D., of New 
Haven, more than five hundred of the diocesan journals of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church have been added to our collection. 

Four years ago we acquired from tlie library gathered in the 
early part of this century by William Lyon, a New Haven 
merchant, seven volumes of the Mercurius Politicus, a weekly 
Commonwealth newspaper published in London from Septem- 
ber 1650 to April 1660. It must have been the same set of 
^' six or seven volumes " which President Stiles, as we learn 
from his diary, borrowed in 1794 from the '' old Davenport 
library" in Stamford. An additional volume, exactly filling 
a gap in our series and bearing unmistakable marks of a former 
common ownership, has now by the gift of Mr. G. Clinton 
Williams, of West Woodstock, Conn., been reunited to its fel- 
lows after a separation of more than a hundred years. A com- 



plete set we have been unable to trace. Ours lacks about one- 
third of the numbers, chiefly in the earlier portion, but con- 
tains all that are wanting in the British Museum copy.

During the past twelve months the number of books bor- 
rowed from the Library, not counting the over-night issue of 
reserved books, has been a little more than 43,000, a number 
differing little from that of the preceding twelve months. But 
in the use of books in the library building, both in the general 
readiAg-room and by graduate students having access to the 
shelves, there has been a very manifest increase. 

Professor Dexter having retired from the secretaryship of 
the University, the duties of which he so long added to his 
library work, the Library now has the great advantage of his 
undivided services. 

The Library has also secured a valuable addition to its staff 
in Mr. Andrew Keogh, late sub-librarian of the Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne Public Libraries, who at the opening of the College 
year took charge of the Linonian and Brothers Library. Dur- 
ing the coming year, while retaining some of the more impor- 
tant duties of that position, he will act also as reference 
librarian of the University Library. 

The average annual growth of the Library for the past four 
years has been 13,000 volumes. It needs little computation to 
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show that the capacity of our present building must soon prove 
unequal to the demands of such a growth. The pressure for 
shelf-room is already felt, not to speak of other serious wants 
which were left to be provided for in the future extension of the 
building, one of the most important of which is a suitable cata- 
loguing room. If this extension could be undertaken at once 
it would be of the greatest advantage to the Library. 

The second of the two appendices which follow contains a 
report of the Law School Library^ which is not included in the 
foregoing report.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW 

SCHOOL. 

During the period from January 1, 1899 to July 31, 1900, 
962 volumes and 26 pamphlets have been added to the library. 
Of these 313 volumes and all the pamphlets were gifts. 

Samuel K. Betts, Esq., of New York, gave a collection of 
English and American reports and treatises, being a part of 
the library of the late Samuel R. Betts, United States District 
Judge for the Southern District of New York. From Mr. B. 
Frank Nead of Harrisburg, a student in the Law School, we 
have received the Pennsylvania Statutes at Large in five vol- 
umes and the Colonial and Provincial Laws of Pennsylvania 
in one volume. M. Dwight Collier, Esq., of New York, has 
continued his practice of former years by supplying all the 
reports of the supreme court and court of appeals of Missouri 
published during the eighteen months. From the late Henry 
C. Kobinson of Hartford we received Moore's Rebellion 
Record in twelve volumes ; from Hon. N. D. Sperry of New 
Haven, Moore's History and Digest of Lnternational Arhitra- 
tions in six volumes ; from T. L. Bayne, Esq., of New Orleans, 
Las Siete Partldas in three volumes ; from the Connecticut 
State Library, Printed Rills f Connecticut) 1887-1899 in 
eleven volumes; from the International Law Association, an 
incomplete file of their Proceedings in four volumes. Among 
the purchases are collections of modern works on Roman Law 
and on International Law. 

"Work on the short-title card index has progressed. About 
9000 volumes have been catalogued during the period covered 
by this report in addition to about 2000 volumes which had 
been catalogued before. About 4000 volumes remain to be 
catalogued, and of these the more important are on the shelves 
of the reading room where their location is generally known.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 

August 1, 1900-July 31, 1901, 



To the President and FeUows of Yale University : 

Gentlemen: — During the year ending July 31, 1901, the 
additions to the printed books of the Library by purchase, 
including 550 volumes placed in the Linonian and Brothers 
Library, have been 7,960 volumes, and by gift 2,220 volumes 
and 6,525 pamphlets. 

This enumeration, however, does not include the most 
important acquisition of the year, the Count Landberg collec- 
tion of Arabic manuscripts, purchased at the cost of 80,000 
marks and presented to the University by Mr. Morris K. 
Jesup, of New York. Gathered by many years of active 
search throughout the East, supplemented, in the case of some 
important manuscripts not purchasable, by the employment of 
careful and skillful copyists, the collection is no less valuable 
from its character than from its extent. Among the 842 
manuscripts composing it the departments best represented are 
those in which Arabic studies now chiefly centre, history, 
biography, language, poetry and Mohammedan law. 

By virtue of an agreement entered into several years ago 
by the surviving great-grandchildren of the elder President 
Edwards, the main body of his manuscripts has now passed 
into our keeping. The collection, described by Professor 
Dexter in the proceedings of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society for March, 1901, comprises between eleven and twelve 
hundred sermons and various longer manuscripts, among 
which may be specially mentioned his " Miscellaneous Obser- 
vations" in eight folio volumes. As the most eminent of 
Tale graduates of the eighteenth century, his manuscripts 
would possess great interest for the University even if the 
unpublished material which they contain were less abundant 
and less important than it is. The selections printed by the 
younger Edwards, and the further extracts in the ten-volume 
edition of his works, by Sereno Edwards Dwight, have by no 
means exhausted their value. 
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In 1889, Hon. "William T. Harris, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, and his two brothers, laid the foundation of an adminis- 
tration fund for the Library by a gift of $500, subsequently 
increased by Dr. Harris himself to $1,000. He has now added 
another $500, and his brother, Mr. Charles J. Harris, $1,500, 
making the amount of the fund $3,000. 

President Daniel C. Gilman has likewise made a gift of $250 
to the Library fund. 

Mention was made in the last report of an anonymous gift 
of $500 for the increase of our collection of folk-music. From 
the same source gifts amounting to $1,300 have been received 
this year for the music department of the Library. 

Mr. Edward Wells Southworth, of New York (Y. C. 1875), 
has given $1,000, to be expended for English literature, and 
especially for the poetry of the nineteenth century. 

From Professor Edward T. Owen, of Madison, Wise. (Y. C. 
1872), we have received the 158 parts thus far issued of the 
Zoologi(ial Section of the Biologia Centrali- Americana, pub- 
lished at one guinea each.

By the recent gift of $10,000 from Mrs. John S. Camp, of 
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Hartford, provision has been made for a well-equipped sem- 
inary library in the Department of Philosophy, to be desig- 
nated as the Healy Philosophical Library. Inasmuch as no 
general statement of all the libraries of the University has 
been recently put forth, such a survey, giving the approximate 
number of volumes in each, and the fund, if any, for its 
increase, will be of interest in this bicentennial year, as show- 
ing both our resources and our needs. They fall naturally 
into two groups : 

I. The University Library, containing 270,000 volumes, 
100,000 pamphlets, and 1,000 volumes of manuscripts. The 
Library fund amounts to $310,000, of which sum $117,000 is 
properly a book fund, $3,000 an administration fund, while 
the remaining $190,000 (Sloane fund) may be used for either 
purpose, but has thus far been mainly devoted to books. 

The Linonian and Brothers Library, numbering 22,000 vol- 
umes, constitutes practically one section of the University 
Library, being under the same direction and distinct more in 
name than iu fact. 

II. The department and seminary libraries, having' a col- 
lective strength of 59,000 volumes and funds amounting to 
$43,000, form a second group, viz : 

Divinity School Libraries. (1). Trowbridge Reference 
Library, 4,000 volumes, fund $6,000. (2). Foreign Mission 
Library, 6,000 volumes. Provision will be made for a perma- 
nent fund and in the meantime the growth is maintained by 
annual gifts. (3). Lowell Mason Library of Church Music, 
4,000 volumes. 

Law School Library, 15,000 volumes, fund $10,000. In 
addition, annual appropriations of $1,000 or more are made from 
the income of the School for the increase of the Library. 

Sheffield Scientific School Libraries. (1). Special Technical 
Library, 5,000 volumes. (2). Hillhouse Mathematical Library, 
2,400 volumes. (3). Engineering Libraries, 600 volumes. (4) 
Chemical Library, 1,500 volumes. (5). Biological Library, 
200 volumes. (6). Eaton Botanical Library, 600 volumes. 
The income of the Sheffield library fund of $12,000 is used 
mainly for current scientific periodicals. 

Peabody Museum Libraries. (1). Geological Library, 4,000 



volumes and 12,000 pamphlets, chiefly from the bequest of 
Professor Marsh. (2). Zoological Library, 350 volumes. 

Observatory Library, 4,400 volumes, of which 2,500 are from 
the bequest of Professor Elias Loomis. 

Forest School Library, 1,700 volumes. 

Art School Library, 500 volumes. 

Sloane Physical Laboratory Library, 1,000 volumes. 

Kent Chemical Laboratory Library, 400 volumes. 

Graduate School Libraries. (1). Classical Club Library, 
3,250 volumes, fund $1,000, supplemented by annual gifts of 
$300. (2). Healy Philosophical Library, 250 volumes, fund 
$10,000. (3). Boocock Library of Sociology, 550 volumes, 
fund $4,000. (4). Historical Seminary Library, 400 volumes. 
(5). German Seminary Library, 550 volumes. (6). Political 
Economy Club Library, 350 volumes. (7). Mathematical Sem- 
inary Library, 400 volumes. 

Dwight Hall Y. M. C. A. Library, 1,000 volumes. 

The Medical School, some years ago, transferred its books 
to the University Library and has not since maintained a 
separate library. 

The total number of volumes enumerated above, exclusive 
of manuscripts and pamphlets, is 351,000 ; the several library 
funds amount to $353,000. 

At the end of the first hundred years the College possessed 
less than four thousand volumes and a library fund of twelve 
hundred dollars. 

By the death of Professor Salisbury the Library has lost one 
of its oldest and most generous friends. His contribution 
toward the library building erected in 1845 was $6,000, or 
about one-third of the whole amount subscribed. In 1870 he 
gave his valuable Oriental library and $6,000 for additions to 
it, and his gifts for the same object during the past five years 
have amounted to $1,500. 

In the personnel of the Library there have been no changes 
of moment within the year. 

Two appendices follow, one containing the annual list of 
donations to the University Library, the other the report of 
the Law School Library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW SCHOOL 

FOB THE YEAR ENDING JULY 31, 1901. 

To the President and Fellows of Tale University : 

Gentlemen : — During the year covered by this report, 482 
volumes and 60 pamphlets have been added to the Library. 
Of these, 147 volumes and all of the pamphlets were gifts. In 
the last report the list of donations was dated January 1st, 
1899, to June 30th, 1900. The latter date should have been 
July 31st, 1900. That report was at first prepared for the 
earlier date, but was afterwards amended to include the month 
of July, 1900. 

Progress has been made in the collection of the statute law 
of the several States of the Union. During the year the col- 
lection has been substantially completed as to the States of 
Missouri and Texas. The most noteworthy acquisition was 
the gift of fifty-six volumes of the revised statutes and session 
laws of Missouri from the Yale Alumni Association of St. 
Louis, with the promise to supply future volumes as they shall 
be published. M. Dwight Collier, Esq., of New York, as in 
former years, gave the eleven volumes of the reports of the 
Supreme Court and Courts of Appeals of Missouri issued dur- 
ing the year. The library has acquired by purchase during 
the past two years a reprint of the Laws of Texas enacted in 
and before the year 1897. The Hon. John G. Tod, Secretary 
of the State of Texas, has this year undertaken to supply the 
session laws and law reports of the State as they shall be 
issued. One volume has been received in accordance with this 
undertaking.

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To the President and Felloivs of Yale University: 

Gentlemen: — During the year ending July 31, 1902, 
there have been added to the Library by purchase, including 
585 volumes placed in the Linonian and Brothers Library, 
6,465 volumes, and by gift 3,544 volumes and 12,325 
pamphlets. 

While these numbers do not vary greatly from the aver- 
ages of recent years, by bequest of the late Edward Wells 
South worth, of New York (Y. C. 1875), the Library fund 
will receive the large increase of $150,000. By the terms 
of the will one-half the income is to be devoted to Belles- 
Lettres; the other half may be expended at the discretion of 
the Library Committee either for books or for administra- 
tion. While the magnitude of the bequest was altogether 
a surprise, Mr. Southworth had more than once given proof 
of his interest in the Library, and in the last report acknowl- 
edgment was made of his gift of $1,000 for English litera- 
ture. 

Mr. George E. Dimock (Y. C. 1874) has again distrib- 
uted, as he did last year, the sum of $1,250 among the semi- 
nary libraries of the University. 

The death, 13 Feb., 1903, of Mr. J. Sumner Smith, Assist- 
ant Librarian, removes the seal of anonymity which during 
his life he so rigidly impressed upon his more than generous 
gifts to the Library, one of which — ^$900 for the department 
of music — falls within the limits of the present report. The 
farther account of his self-sacrificing devotion to its service 
is reserved for the next report.

The special contribution of the Library to the Bicenten- 
nial celebration of the University was an exhibition of man- 
uscript documents, books and other objects, having relation 
to the early history of the College. Some of this material 
had been loaned for the occasion, and of that which was the 
property of the University a great part had never been placed 
on exhibition, at least in any collective way. To name but 
a few items of the list, there were autograph letters of the 
founders, and books from their libraries — some of them 
perhaps the identical copies given "for the founding of a 
College in this Colony"; the original charter of the College; 
the first diplomas granted; the manuscript catalogue sent 
with Bishop Berkeley's memorable gift of books in 1733; 
broadside catalogues and other early publications of the Col- 
lege; a series of the text-books in use during the eighteenth 
century; early views of the College; and the doors of the 
parsonage at Branford in which the first formal meeting of 
the Trustees was held. The selection and arrangement of 
the material for this very interesting exhibition fell naturally 
to Professor Dexter. 

The greetings sent to the University on this occasion by 
other institutions — from the old world and the far east as 
well as from our own land — were also placed on view in the 
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Library. Quite apart from the sentiments which they con- 
veyed, the display was impressive from the number and the 
rank of the institutions represented, and attractive from the 
outward grace of form with which many of the greetings 
were clothed. 

Add to this that the Library was also the place of registra- 
tion* for the five thousand graduates in attendance, and it 
will not appear strange that it should have been thronged 
during that week as never before. 

The recent offer of the Library of Congress to furnish 
to other libraries, at a price barely covering the cost of dis- 
tribution, the printed catalogue cards prepared for its own 
use, was of such evident advantage in our own case as to 
secure a prompt acceptance. These cards cover not only the 
current accessions, copyright and other, of the Congressional 
Library, but also keep pace with the reclassification in pro- 
gress there, and will in the end form a complete catalogue of 
the library. From the proof sheets sent us day by day we 
select such titles as we require, order by number simply, and 
within a week the printed cards are in our hands. They 
not only save us the labor of cataloguing an appreciable part 
of our new accessions, but we use them also, and to a much 
greater extent, to replace our written cards, both because 
they are more legible, and because they give contents and 
bibliographical details more fully. In these ways we have 
found use during the eight months since the service began 
for nearly 14,000 of these printed cards. 

During the winter term a course of eight lectures on 
bibliogpraphical topics was offered by Mr. Andrew Keogh, 
of the Library staff, and was followed by an average of fifty 
graduate students, a very gratifying attendance. 

The usual appendices, containing the annual list of dona- 
tions and the report of the Law School Library, follow.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW SCHOOL 
August i, 1901-JuLY 31, 1902. 

To the President and Fellows of Yale University: 

Gentlemen : — During the year ending July 31, 1902, 693 
volumes and 93 pamphlets have been added to the Library. 
Of these, 262 volumes and all the pamphlets were gifts. 
Among the gifts may be mentioned the Session Laws and 
Public Documents of California for the years 1876 to 1901, 
84 volumes, given by the state; the Public Documents and 
Official Publications of Connecticut, 16 volumes, given by 
the Connecticut State Library; similar documents and pub- 
lications of Illinois, 1 1 volumes, given by the state; the pub- 
lications of the Selden Society, 14 volumes, g^ven by Charles 
E. Shepard, Esq., of Seattle, Washington, together with 
membership in the society to the year 1930, including the 
right to receive its publications. 

M. D wight Collier, Esq., of New York City, has in this, 
as in former years, given the reports of cases decided by the 
Supreme Court of Missouri and by the Courts of Appeals of 
that state, 11 volumes. 

An attempt has been made during the year to secure the 
statutes of the several states as published from time to time 
by the states. This has been partially successful, but in many 
states the free distribution of such matter is prohibited by 
law. We have, however, this year received such matter 
from California, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, North Dakota, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Texas, and Vermont. The state of 
Texas continues to supply its reports as well as its statutes. 
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Mr. A. S. Wheeler, instructor in Roman Law, offered to 
place his private collection of Roman Law books in the Law 
School building and it has accordingly been placed in a sepa- 
rate room which has been fitted with shelves to receive the 
books and with a table to facilitate their use. Mr. Wheeler 
retains the custody of the books and will admit his students 
and other investigators to the use of them as he may see fit. 
The librarian has had the books arranged in order and a card 
list of them made. The collection contains about i,ooo 
volumes. 

Progress has been made with the card catalogue, and it is 
hoped that it may be completed next year. Wherever possi- 
ble, use has been made of the printed cards distributed by 
the Library of Congress. For this and other clerical work in 
the Library it has been found necessary to employ extra cleri- 
cal assistance, and the librarian believes that such assistance 
should be regularly employed to secure efficiency in library 
administration.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
August i, 1902-JuLY 31, 1903. 

To the President and Fellows of Yale University: 

Gentlemen: — During the year ending July 31, 1903, 
the increase of the Library by purchase has been 7,836 
volumes, including 602 volumes placed in the Linonian and 
Brothers Library, and by gift 4,616 volumes and 7,790 
pamphlets. 

Within the year the Edward Wells Southworth bequest 
has been paid into the Treasury and is found to amount 
to $140,000. 

The late Sherman Hartwell Chapman, M.D. (Y. C. 
1866), bequeathed to the University his medical library, an 
unusually valuable collection of about 500 volumes. In it 
are included Virchow's Archiv fiir pathologische Anatomic 
and Physiologic, complete to 1897, in 150 volumes, Hebra's 
Atlas der Hautkrankheiten, and other costly publications. 

The following gifts also are deserving of special mention : 

From Miss Emma Brace. — Thirty-six volumes of pam- 
phlets collected by Jonathan P. Brace of Litchfield, Conn., 
and his son Charles L. Brace. 

From Professor William H. Brewer. — One hundred and 
eighty-six volumes, including a valuable collection of works 
on the Horse from the sixteenth century down. 

From Professor John E. Clark. — ^Two hundred and thirty- 
nine volumes, chiefly periodicals. 

From Professor Henry W. Famam. — Sammlung na- 
tionalokonomischer und statistischer Abhandlungen des 
staatswissenschaftlichen Seminars zu Halle, 42 vols., and 
forty-two other volumes. 

From President Daniel C. Oilman. — ^Twenty-six valuable 
autograph letters addressed to Dr. David F. Bacon.

The Library force suffered a most serious loss in the death, 
on the 13th of February, 1903, of Mr. Joel Sumner Smith, 
Assistant Librarian. A member of the class of 1853, which 
this year celebrated its fiftieth anniversary, Mr. Smith re- 
mained in New Haven after his graduation and for twenty 



years devoted himself to the study and teaching of music. 
The gift of the Lowell Mason Library to the Divinity School 
prompted him to undertake, entirely without compensation, 
a catalogue of that collection. For more than three years 
he gave to this task an average of four hours a day, and 
though a difficult piece of catalogue work as well as his first 
essay, like everything which he undertook it was admirably 
done and still remains a model of accuracy and of neatness 
of execution. In 1875 he accepted the care of the Linonian 
and Brothers Library, to which was later added employment 
in the University Library, and he gradually withdrew from 
teaching. In 1895 he became Assistant Librarian and the 
remainder of his life was spent in the service of the Uni- 
versity Library; and how devoted and untiring that service 
was, only his associates have known. 

But Mr. Smith had stiir other claims to our admiration, 
which his morbid shrinking from publicity did not suffer .to 
be made known during his life. Having become greatly 
interested in the study of Russian, he began about 1886 to 
make a collection of Russian books, and for the next ten 
years devoted to it a large part of his salary. When it had 
reached such completeness as he felt able to give it, and 
numbered some six thousand volumes, he printed an anony- 
mous "Catalogue of books'' and gave the whole, under the 
strictest pledge of silence, to the University. 

Then his old interest in the study of music and especially 
of its history, grew strong upon him again, and in the last 
three reports of the Library anonymous gifts for this depart- 
ment, amounting in the aggregate to more than two thousand 
dollars, have been announced. On the Slavonic and Musical 
departments together he had expended nearly twelve thou- 
sand dollars. 

Such self-sacrificing devotion deserves to be commemo- 
rated in the University by a lasting memorial. None could 
be more appropriate than a fund for the increase of one or 
both these departments of the Library. On yet another 
ground such a fund makes appeal to us. While Mr. Smith 
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was carrying out his generous plans he had reason to think 
that the modest property o'f his wife would aflford her a 
comfortable support if she should survive him. But in this 
property, as we now learn, recent losses have made serious 
inroads, and it is only just to his memory and to her that the 
first use of the income of the fund should be to relieve her 
anxieties for the future. 

This suggestion met with so ready a response in New 
Haven, where more than twenty-five hundred dollars was 
promptly contributed, that it seemed not unreasonable to 
hope for a fund which should equal the amount of Mr. 
Smith's gifts. At present it barely reaches the sum of three 
thousand dollars, and further contributions, which may be 
sent to the Treasurer of the University, are earnestly desired. 

To relieve the overcrowded condition of the Library build- 
ing, it has been found necessary to place on the top of the 
cases on the second and third floors of the new wing addi- 
tional shelves, not contemplated in the original plan. In 
this way, with some loss of convenience of access, and also of 
light, compensated in part by the introduction of electric 
lights, provision has been made for fifty or sixty thousand 
additional volumes. All this, however, will be needed for 
the present accommodation and the growth in the near future 
of the collections already placed there, leaving the congestion 
elsewhere unrelieved. 

The printed catalogue cards of the Library of Congress 
continue to render an increasing service, and of the issues of 
the past year thirteen thousand have been put to use. 

The course of bibliographical lectures offered again by Mr. 
Keogh was followed by about the same number of graduate 
students as last year, fifty.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW SCHOOL 
August i, 1902-JuLY 31, 1903. 

To the President and Felloivs of Yale University: 

Gentlemen : — During the year ending July 31, 1903, 894 
volumes and 36 pamphlets have been added to the Library. 
Of these, 432 volumes and 29 pamphlets were gifts. Among 
the gifts were: Dwight's Travels, 4 volumes, and Dexter's 
Yale Biographies and Annals, 3 volumes, from Professor 
Simeon E. Baldwin; 8 volumes of the Reports of the Supreme 
Court and Courts of Appeals of Missouri, from M. Dwight 
Collier, Esq., of New York City, and 2 volumes of the same 
from the Y^ale Alumni Association of St. Louis, which has 
now undertaken to supply these reports as issued, thus con- 
tinuing the service rendered by Mr. Collier for many years; 
from the Connecticut State Library, the official documents 
and publications of the State for the year; from the Con- 
necticut Reporter of Judicial Decisions, the Records and 
Briefs of the Supreme Court of the State for the year; 
from Charles E. Shepard of Seattle, the Record Commission 
Edition of Domesday Book; from Hon. George Shiras, Jr., 
upon his retirement from the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, 187 volumes, including sets of the reports 
of the United States Circuit Courts of Appeals, Rose's Notes 
on the United States Reports, the Albany Law Journal, and 
the Twelfth Census of the United States; from the Yale 
Alumni Association of Michigan, a complete set of the Ses- 
sion Laws of the Territory and State of Michigan. We have 
also received by gift the current Statutes of Connecticut, 
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Maryland, Texas, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and New Jersey, with the Session Laws of the first three of 
the states named. 

Other acquisitions are : a nearly complete set of the 
Annuaire de Tlnstitut de Droit Internatic«ial; and 12 
volumes of papers concerning the Venezuela-British Guiana 
Boundary Arbitration. 

Progress with the card catalogue has been delayed by 
frequent changes in the Library staff, which have handi- 
capped the library work as a whole and involved the absence 
for half the year of the assistant, whose training made him 
especially useful for assistance in cataloguing and corre- 
spondence. During the year the Library hours were length- 
ened and made continuous from 8.30 a. m. to 10 p. m., an 
increase of over thirty hours per week. An additional assist- 
ant was employed on this account. The Library force now 
consists of the librarian and four student assistants. There 
is a gratifying increase in the use of the Library by the 
students out of proportion to their numbers.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
August i, 1903, to July 31, 1904. 

To the President and Fellows of Yale University: 

Gentlemen : — The Library purchases for the year ending 
July 31, 1904, have been 6,334 volumes, the gifts 4,435 
volumes and 13,360 pamphlets. Among the purchases are 
included 406 volumes placed in the Linonian and Brothers 
Library. 

First in importance among the benefactions of the year 
is the bequest of William Baldwin Ross (Y. C. 1852), 
amounting to more than $250,000, which by vote of the 
Corporation is set apart for the greatly needed extension 
and the maintenance of the Library building. Given also 
as a memorial of Dr. Jared Linsly (Y. C. 1826), whose 
strong affection for his alma mater had centered especially 
in the Library, there is a manifest fitness in this employment 
of the bequest. In 1867 his subscription of $5,000 to the 
Library fund, which for many years had been almost sta- 
tionary, gave to it a new impulse and marked the beginning 
of a more rapid advance. 

The Library fund was remembered in the will of Mrs. 
Henry Famam by a bequest of $37,000, one of the largest 
in the history of the fund. It is proper to mention here 
that Mrs. Farnam's contribution to the J. Sumner Smith 
Memorial Fund, not hitherto made public, was $1,000, or 
one-third of the whole amount thus far received. 

From Professor Henry W. Famam the Library has 
received, in addition to 88 volumes and 1,326 pamphlets, 
a broadside,, the unusual interest of which is set forth by 
Professor Dexter in the following note: 

'The University owes to the thoughtful kindness of 
Professor Henry W. Famam the acquisition of the only 
known perfect copy of the Triennial Catalogue and Theses

of 1718, being the earliest printed document of the College 
which has been preserved. At the Commencement held in 
New Haven on September 10 of that year, the Collegiate 
School was re-named Yale College in acknowledgment of 
the initial gift of Governor Yale, then just received; and 
accordingly these Theses (printed in advance at New Lon- 
don) are dedicated ''D.D. Elihu Yale, Londino, Armigeri, 
Maecenati Collegii Yalensis/' The text has other points of 
great interest : to name only two. Rector Andrew is formally 
described as '*pro tempore Rector," a statement not other- 
wise learned from contemporary records; and the names 
of the graduating class of eight are given, which enables 
us for the first time to distinguish the five others who 
received degrees simultaneously at Wethersfield and were 
later incorporated here when that ancient secession came 
to an end." 

Mr. Albert S. Wheeler, Instructor in Roman Law, gives 
to the Library the photographic facsimile now in course of 
publication of the Pisan-Florentine Codex of the Pandects 
of Justinian, a folio manuscript of 1,844 pages. Only one 
hundred copies are reproduced and at the price of $200.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW 
SCHOOL. 

August i, 1903-JuLY 31, 1904. 

To the President and Fellows of Yale University: 

Gentlemen: — During the year ending July 31, 1904, 
2,056 volumes and 368 pamphlets have been added to the 
Library, which now contains about 21,500 volumes and 
1,300 pamphlets. The sum available for purchases was 
increased during the year, but the unusually large number 
of accessions is chiefly due to gifts, which amount to 1,254 
volumes and 366 pamphlets during the year. Gifts from 
the Hon. Francis Wayland, The Hon. George Shiras, Jr., 
and the Department of Commerce and Labor account for 
the greater part of these. From Dean Wayland we received 
751 volumes, including partial sets of the American Bar 
Association Reports, of the Connecticut Reports, Massa- 
chusetts Reports, the Connecticut Register, and the Con- 
necticut Register and Manual; also a nearly complete set 
of Yale Catalogues since 1824. Mr. Justice Shiras pre- 
sented loi volumes, supplementing his gift of last year and 
completing sets of books given at that time. From the 
Department of Commerce and Labor we received 15 vol- 
umes and 208 pamphlets, being public documents of the 
department. 

The Librarian wishes to make grateful acknowledgment 
of a gift of a wall clock for the south reading room from 
the New Haven Clock Company. Also gifts of sundry 
numbers of the Yale Law Journal for exchange/ from for- 
mer editors of the Journal. These gifts do not appear in 
the following list.
